Vera Cruz Priests 
Lose Citizenship 


All Church Property Ordered Con­ 
fiscated By Legislature 
Decree Today. 


Mexico City, Oct. 7 (AP)—Catho­ 
lic priests in the state of Vera Cruz 
were deprived of their citizenship 
today by decree of the state legisla­ 
ture and all church property was 
ordered confiscated by the governor 
for other purposes. 
The action was taken at a special 
session of the legislature last night. 
The decree declaring the priests no 
longer citizens leave them liable to 
expulsion from the country under 
provision of the federal constitu­ 
tion. 
At the same time the legislature 
indicated its desire to encourage 
.similar action in the other states by 
voting to call the attention of its 
action to other legislatures and to 
the federal congress. 
The procedure was an aftermath 
of the expulsion from Mexico this 
week of Archbishop Leopolo Luiz 
Y. Flores.

There are also said to be bequests 
of $50,000 each to Reynolds* first 
wife, Anne Cannon Reynolds, and 
their daughter, Anne Cannon Rey­ 
nolds II. 
Reynolds and his first 
wife were divorced shortly after the 
will was drawn and it was reported 
at that time that he had made a 
financial 
settlement of

mately $1,000,000. 
The share of each of the Rey­ 
nolds' children from the trust fund 
left them by their parents has been 
variously estimated at from $15,- 
000,000 to $20,000,000.

Doctor Testifies Youth Had 
No Food Many Hours Be­ 
fore His Death. 


Jacksonville, Fia., Oct. (AP) Tes­ 
timony that Arthur Maillefert, New 
Jersey youth who fell afoul of thc 
law in Florida, strangled to death ! 
in a prison sweatbox and had no 
food for twelve hours before death, 
was given Wednesday by Dr. R. R. 
K Blinger at the trial of two former 
guards charged with murdering the 
youth by torture. 
An autopsy showed there was a 
lack of food in the stomach, said 
the physician, who is 
the 
Duval 
county medical examiner. 
He gave 
the expert opinion the youth had 
not eaten in twelve hours and pos­ 
sibly twenty-four.

would permit the vouth to be placed 
in thc sweatbox, Florida's method of 
punishing unruly prisoners.

Scientist’s Blood Fed To Fleas 
He Believes Gave Him Typhus 


W ashington. Oct. 7 (A P).—Fleas j ice. has given scientists of the insti­ 
tute a chance they might not other­ 
wise have had to establish th a t bites 
are being fed on the blood of Dr. R. 
E. Dyer, seriously ill of Am erican 
endemic typhus lever, to complete 
an experiment th a t may help save 
many lives in the future. 
Doctor Dyer’s illness, presum ably 
contracted during experim ents with 
typhus fever in laboratories of the 
National Institute of H ealth Serv-

of ra t fleas can transm it American 
typhus to hum ans. 
Doctor D y ^ is believed to have 
contracted the disease while grind­ 
ing up typhus-infected fleas to make 
a vaccine th a t would protect h u ­ 
m ans against it. 
One of the fleas 


possibly bit him. At any rate the 
fleas th a t feed on him while he is 
ill will be allowed to bite guinea pigs 
next. 
If the guinea pigs develop 
typhus it will be definitely shown 
that fleas can trasm it the disease 
to humans. This experim ent could 
not be tried previously because h u ­ 
m ans could not well be asked to risk 
having typhus, which is disabling 
and sometimes fatal. Doctor Dyer, 
however, is expected to recover. 
A vaccine already has been made 
at the National Institute of Health 
th a t is partially successful in protec­ 


ting guinea pigs from typhus. Doc­ 
tor Dyer was seeking to perfect the 
vaccine 
for 
hum an 
use 
when 
stricken. 
Feeding fleas on himself is no 
new to Doctor Dyer. To insure i 
constant supply of the insects fo 
his experiments, he once carried a 
colony in a container strapped to 
his body in such a way th a t they 
could feed on his blood.
